ted authority, and those who feared 
the exercise of these rights. 

It is significant that the‘ first a- 
mendment to the Bill of Rights of the 
American Constitution, adopted in 
1791, is-one that relates to the free- 
dom of the press. It reads: “Congress 
shal! make no law respecting the es- 
tablishment of religion, or the pro- 
hibition of the free exercise thereof; 
or abridging the freedom of speech, 
or of the press; or the right of the 
peaceably to assemble and to petition 
the government for a redress of grie- 
vances. The very wording of this 
amendment places freedom of the 
press on the same level, and of equal 
import with freedom of religion, of 
speech and of assembly. 

A Rhode Island State provision 
sums up the question of a free press 
in a few words when it says: “The 
liberty of the press being essential to 
the security and freedom of the state, 
any person may -publish his senti-: 
ments on any subject, being respon- 
sible for the abuse of that liberty, 
and in al) trials for libel, both civil 
and criminal, the truth, unless pub- 
lished from malicious motives, shall 
be sufficient defense to the person 
charged.” . Many other democratic 
countries have passed similar legisla- 
tion because from a wide study of 
the dangers of a subservient press, 
they have learned that a free press 
is the best assurance of a free coun- 
try. 

To be fully comprehended, the free- 
dom of the press must be accepted by 
democratic peoples as a typical ex- 
ample of the privileges they enjoy as 
individuals in a democratic state. To 
abolish the freedom of the press, is 
to ‘invite the abolition of all freedom 
for the individual. 


Great men of history who have left 
.us the legacy of democratic govern- 
ment all seem to have been of one 
mind, that the preservation of free- 
dom depended to a large degree on 
the preservation of the freedom of 
the press. That is why in all truly 
democratic states a free press is more, 
than just a tradition—it is an essen- 
tial principle of democracy. 

One of, the prerequisites of an auto- 
cracy is the abrogation of the freedom 
of the press, because this freedom has. 
essentially, through the centuries, 
shown itself to be the one great force 
which has seen to it that the free- 
dom of the individual has ‘been pre- 
served. When freedom. of the press 
is abolished, other freedoms go with 
it: There is little need at this time 
to stress that point. There are so 
many poignant and tragic examples 
in the world today of a subservient 
press that it must be obvious to any 
intelligent person that the freedom of 
the press is synonymous with the 
freedom which is democracy. 

There have always been those, who, 
often for reasons #f personal aggran- 
disement or lust for power, would rob 
the press of this precious jewel in 
the crown of liberty. There have 
been others who cry out for personal 
freedom of expression, but who would 
deny this right to the press. It has 
been claimed that this freedom can 
become license, but this is one of 
those half-truths which unthinking 
people are likely to accept at its face 
value. 

Actually the press enjoys a free- 
dom which gives it no privilege above 
the. individual. It must conform to 
the laws of the state. Its freedom is 
bound by the laws of libel and sland- 
er, It certainly offers no greater op-
